With  the  holidays  just  around  the  corner,  deadlines  have  been  ti^ht  to  beat 
the  anticipated  delays  in  the  mail.  HAPPY  HOLIDAYS. 

The  results  of  the  balloting  are  now  final  with  both  amendments  passini^.  See 
the  NEW  FLASH  on  page  1 1  for  the  results. 

Several  comments  were  sent  to  yours  truley  regarding  justification  for  the 
dues  increase,  with  several  members  expressing  canc^rns  for  increasing  dues 
while  the  organization  has  a  net  worth  in  the  $20,000.00  range.  The  first  of  the 
revised  Edkin's  Catalogues  is  projected  to  be  available  for  sale  by  the  May 
convention,  with  an  anticipated  cast  of  the  funds  currently  in  the  catalog  accaunt 
being  expended.  Within  one  year  from  that  date  (May,  1 995),  we  are  planning  to 
have  either  or  both  of  the  revised  West  Virginia  volume  or  the  lumber  book  ready 
for  printing  also.  As  soon  as  our  annual  audit  is  completed  in  early  January, 
1995,  our  complete  financial  status  will  be  known  and  published  in  the  February 
issue  of  SCRIP  TALK,  At  that  time,  we  will  know  exactly  how  much  it  casts  to 
produca  SCRIP  TALK,  the  cost  involved  to  canduct  the  mail  auction,  and  the 
overall  cost  to  operate  the  organization.  Prelimentary  estimates  presented  at  the 
October  convention  indicated  that  the  current  cost  to  produce  the  revised  format 
of  SCRIP  TALK,  and  expenses  paid  to  Walter  Caldwell,  slightly  exceeded  the 
$10.00  charged  per  member  for  their  dues.  We  already  know  that  a  3  cent 
increase  in  first  class  postage  is  scheduled  to  go  into  effect  with  the  next  issue. 
Additionally,  funds  in  the  separate  LIFE  MEMBERSHIP  account  generates  interest 
annually.  These  funds  will  be  applied  to  the  General  Fund  to  compensate  for  the 
loss  of  the  Life  Members  annual  membership  fee.

He  had  a  table  in  the  rear  of  the  Veteran's  Memorial  Coliseum  display  hall.  He 
was  displaying  high  grade  t.  S.  military  firearms  from  the  Revolutionary  War 
period.  What  struck  me  as  very  unusual  was  that  he  was  wearing  a  cloth  cx)al 
miners  cap,  c>omplete  with  an  oil  wick  lamp.  He  had  a  small  hand  written  sign  on 
his  table  stating  that  he  wanted  to  buy  CTtai  mining  lamps.  We  conversed  for  a 
while  about  his  two  interests,  and  I  learned  that  he  collected  a  wide  variety  of 
items  ranging  from  antiques  guns,  medals,  political  badges  to  mining  lamps  and 
Jewish  gold  coins,  to  name  a  few.  His  personal  collection  is  known  for  being  one 
of  the  best  assembled,  rivaling  many  museums.  Over  the  years,  we  become 
friends,  always  meeting  at  the  gun  shows,  and  in  1985,  I  was  surprised  to  see 
him  at  my  first  NSCA  scrip  convention.  Even  though  we  were  friends,  he  was  a 
ruthless  c  ompetitor  in  the  collector  market.  I  was  always  a  "day  late  and  a  dollar 
short"  when  it  came  to  "butting  heads"  with  a  true  legend  in  his  own  time.

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A  BtS  RIDE  WEST  TO  MARION

For  many  scriptors  living  in  the  Eastern  part  of  the  county, 
Marion,  IL  is  the  far  away  "Old  West".  In  short,  it’s  a  long  drive.  For 
Example,  the  travel  time  for  Harold  Snodgress  and  other  WV 
scriptors,  driving  from  their  home  base  to  Marion,  II.  is 
approximately  eight  hours  driving  time.  Mark  Ballard  can  attest  to 
this  as  he  has  driven  this  route  many  times  over  the  years.  For  some 
of  us  older  scriptors,  some  with  infirmities,  such  a  drive  would  prove 
difficult,  to  say  the  least.  This  will  be  the  only  drawback  and  obstacle 
to  overcome  for  these  collectors  wishing  to  attend  this  coming  Spring 
meeting.  This  problem  was  discussed  at  the  Morgantown,  WV, 
meeting  in  early  October,  and  Vice-President  Jim  Thompson,  and 
Scriptor  Tom  Shook,  came  up  with  a  great  idea  of  chartering  a  bus  to 
eliminate  the  driving  time  from  the  East  to  the  West,  and  back. 

I  have  contacted  various  charter  bus  services  and  have  been  given 
a  great  price  by  Gold  State  Tours,  based  in  Beckley,  WV,  to  provide 
us  a  great  4  day  "Western  Excursion”.  The  total  price  is  only 
$2,146.00.  The  bus  trip  will  start  out  in  the  Beckley,  WV,  area, 
proceed  westward  picking  up  scriptors  alone  the  way.  To  make  this 
a  success,  we  need  at  least  35  scriptors  to  make  the  trip,  each 
paying  a  share  of  the  expenses  (approximately  $61.00  each).  (With 
30  scriptors  it  would  cost  $71.00  per  person.)  To  assure  that  we 
can  get  the  schedule  we  need,  we  must  make  a  commitment  with  the 
bus  company  no  later  than  Jan.  1,  1995.  Therefore,  you  need  to 
confirm  your  intention  to  me  no  later  than  December  31,  1994  by 
sending  your  payment  of  $61.00.  One  can't  drive  this  distance  and 
back  for  $61.00.  If  we  don't  get  enough  scriptors  to  make  the  trip 
possible,  your  payment  will  be  returned  by  Jan.  1,  1995.

NEWS  FLASH 


For  the  fourth  time  since  the  ratification  of  the  Constitution  and 
By-laws  in  IVlay,  1994,  the  membership  has  been  given  the  right  to 
decide  changes  in  the  rules  that  govern  our  Association.  The  latest 
vote  revised  the  constitution,  raised  the  membership  dues  to  $15.00, 
and  raised  the  life  membership  dues  to  $300.00.  The  members 
voting  for  the  change  in  the  Constitution  were  52  for,  9  against,  and 
one  ballot  was  sent  in  with  no  vote.  The  members  voting  to  raise  the 
dues  from  $10.00  to  $15.00  were  40  in  favor  and  22  against. 

I  received  a  telephone  call  from  a  member  who  stated  that  he 
didn't  vote  on  the  issues  presented  to  him  by  the  Executive 
Committee.  Over  400  members  didn't  exercise  their  right  to  vote 
either.  This  member  stated  that  just  because  he  didn't  vote,  he 
wanted  me  to  know  that  his  lack  of  action  was  a  "silent  vote 
supporting  the  Executive  Committee".

I  c^n  only 
assume  that  the  other  members  that  didn't  vote  also  felt  the  same 
way.

My  introduction  to  scrip  collecting  occurred  quite  by  accident  in  the  Spring  of  1960.  I  was  a 
student  at  the  New  Mexico  Institute  of  Mining  and  Technology  and  was  exploring  an  area  about  22  miles 
south  east  of  Socorro,  NM.  The  USGS  topographic  map  indicated  the  town  site  of  Carthage,  an  abandoned 
coal  mining  camp  that  existed  from  the  early  1860's  until  the  mid  1940's,  in  the  general  vicinity  of  my 
wanderings.  I  was  several  miles  off  the  nearest  passable  dirt  road  although  other  roads  had  been  in  the 
area,  but  were  completely  washed  out.  Climbing  over  a  low  ridge  I  dropped  down  into  a  narrow  valley  and 
much  to  my  surprise  discovered  the  ruins  of  an  old  coal  mining  camp,  Carthage! 

Several  mine  openings  and  their  attendant  dumps  surrounded  the  town  site  which  consisted 
mostly  of  badly  weathered  adobe  buildings  in  various  stages  of  collapse.  I  have  always  assumed  that  I  was 
the  first  one  to  visit  the  site  in  many  years  because  the  garbage  dumps  in  the  area  had  not  been  dug  and 
many  unbroken  old  bottles  littered  the  surface  along  with  a  number  of  damaged,  but  rather  complete, 
Baldwin,  pinch-waist,  carbide  lamps.  The  roof  on  the  largest  standing  adobe  building  had  collapsed  into 
the  building,  but  the  remains  of  the  roof  proved  to  be  most  interesting. 

The  roof  had  been  tarpapered  and  the  tarpaper  nailed  down  with  common  box  nails  driven 
through  the  aluminum  tokens  of  the  Carthage  Mercantile  Company.  I  removed  several  hundred  of  the 
aluminum  tokens,  leaving  hundreds  more  on  this  and  an  adjacent  building.  The  tarpaper  was  attached 
predominantly  with  $1.00  tokens  (Edkin’s  No.  NM495-A100),  however  many  250  and  a  few  100 
aluminum  tokens  were  also  used.  The  two  fractional  tokens  are  stamped  with  the  identical  wording  as  the 
$1.00  tokens,  being  different  only  in  diameter  and  denomination.  Neither  of  the  fractional  tokens  are  listed 
in  Edkin's  Catalogue. 

I  stashed  the  tokens  away  with  the  bottles  and  carbide  lamps  collected  at  Carthage  and  it  was 
many  years  later  before  I  encountered  them  again  and  the  tokens  became  the  nucleus  of  my  scrip 
collection.  I  have  never  returned  to  Carthage,  but  I  understand  from  later  students  at  NMJMT  that  the 
dumps  have  been  thoroughly  dug  and  the  ugly  little  tokens  with  the  characteristic  nail  hole  in  them  are 
now  history.
